I'KOiU WASHINGTON. 


Friday Is private bill day, and the 


House will probably then adjourn to 
Monday, and nearly one-fourth of tnc 
session Is gone and nothing done. 


Mr. Hancock (ol Texas) will, some time 


during the week, probably to-morrow, 
call up and the House pass the pension 
appropriation. That, however, Is bnt a 
little bill, of throoj pages, appropriating 
only sixty million dollars, and much time 
will be wasted on It, while members like 
Messrs. Warner aud J. D. Taylor (ol 
Ohio) have campaigns to flght over in 
the House. 


On Monday, after members have in- 


troduced and had referred (most of them 
never to be seen again), the bills which 
they have | prepared during the week, 
motions to suspend the rules are In 
order, 
committees having the prefer- 


ence. The call rests on the Commit- 
tee on Hanking and Currency, Mr. Buck- 
ncr, the Chairman, will ask that a day 
be flxed for the consideration of Sena- 
tor Mcl'herson's bill regulating National 
Hank circulation. This will be agreed 
to without a thought as to whether they 
will vote lor or agrnst taking up the bill 
when the day thus Hxcd arrives. 


Mr. Lacev (of Mich.) for the Com- 


mittee ou Coinage, Weights and Meas- 
ures, will ask the House to suspend the 
rules and pass his bill to substitute ono 
and two dollar silver certificates lor 
greenbacks of like denomination.

1882, since which time he has been most- 
ly an inmate of tho nospitaj, arose from 
his bed about midnight and going out 
Into the hall procured an iron rod used 
tor a poker, which is three feet six 
inches 
long 
and 
about 
an 
inch 


thick. 
Armed 
with 
this 
weapon 


he went into the ward of the bos. 
pltal used for cranky convicts who are 
classed as insane but harmless. In one 
room four men were sleeping and Mason 
stealthily approached their beds, and be- 
fore they were aware of his presence, 
commenced striking them over the heads 
with the poker. The first one he assailed 
was Charles Sogner, whom he dealt three 
terrible blows over the head, one above 
each eye aud one on the forehead, break- 
ing his sknll over each eye and in- 
flicting 
a 
serious 
i scalp wound on 


the forehead. He next attacked Louis 
Hoelschcr, whom he struck live powerful 
blows over tho head, breaking in the 
top of his skull for a distance of nearly 
l!\e Inches, and otherwise cutting his 
head and face up in a terrible manner. 
Mason next visited another ward, where 
he assailed a negro named Andy Alison, 
« mm he struck once over the head, cut- 
lu^ an ai'tory. 


BATTUMQ WITH THE MANIAC. 


Jiy this time an epileptic negro named 


JacKson was awakened by the noise, and 
slipping npon Mason caught the poker. A 
hlruaulp ensued. Such a commotion was 
raiseif that a guard from another part of 
the building rushed in, and taking in the 
situation at a glance disarmed the maniac, 
aud lockcd"'hlin up securely.

Dr. C. B. Oglesby, the prison physician, 


was hastily summoned, and hurrying to 
the prison an awful sight met his gaze. 
On one bed lay two men with skulls 
mashed in, and on another a negro with 
an artery cut in his head and slowly 
bleeding to death. The doctor at once 
proceeded to tie up the artery in the ne- 
gro's head and afterward rendered all the 
relief possible to the two white men. 
Strange as It may appear, both white men 
are living at this hour of writing, although, 
they are certainly both mortally wound- 
ed. The negro will in all probability get 
well.

in the dead of night to the house of Miko 
Calvin, colored, and knocked at the door. 
Wh«n he called they refused to answer. 
He slipped around to the front door from 
the rear of the house and saw them with 
guns and pistols. 
His wife, who was 


enclente, was frightened into a swoon. 
The men began to force the door open. 
Calvin, in the meantime, had succeeded 
in getting up planks in the floor and es- 
caping with his wife in his arms to tho 
swamps near by, where they took refuge, 
undergoing the most excruciating depri- 
vations. The masked men began to tire in- 
to the building. Hearing no noise, they 
set (Ire to the house, thinking Calvin and 
his wife were in it. With the house -were 
burned to death an aged negro woman 
and two small children, who were in- 
mates. The masked men escaped. Tho 
cause assigned for the deed was that 
Calvin had in the late election voted the 
Republican ticket and told it to his 
friends. The men were from the best 
families and were apprehended.

case was called, and, on account of the 
illness of Solicitor General Walters, a 
mistrial resulted. 
To-tiay, in the Cal- 


noun County Court, the Grand Jury found 
a true bill for murder. The sentiment 
against them is great. It is feared il 
the trial is not hurried they will bu 
lynched.

A HJSAVY LOSS. 


Two Horses, a Barn and Grain consumed 


oy Fire. 


Nelson F. Brown, son of Uncle Frankie 


Browc, resides seven miles southwest of 
Decatnr in Blue Mound township. Sun- 
day evening soon after 6 o'clock Mr. 
Brown's large barn was discovered in 
flames, and in a short time the structure 
and its contents were entirely consumed, 
entailing a loss of nearly 81600. Mr. 
Brown and his neighbors did everything 
possible to save the barn, but they worked 
at a great disadvantage as they had noth- 
ing but buckets of water with whioh to 
fight the flames. Two good torses worth 
$250, 80 bushels of wheat, a lot of hay, 
SO bushels of oats, 500 bushels of corn, 
and a lot of farming utensils were con- 
sumed. 


How the barn caught fire is a mystery. 


It is believed to have been the work of 
incendiaries, as several strangers were 
seen in that neighborhood during the day. 
The Deoatnr police were njtified by tele- 
phone to be on the lookout for suspicious 
looking chape and arrest them. 


It is reported that the residence of Mr. 


Taylor, in the Brown neighborhood, was 
entered by burglars during Snndny, and 
a few articles stolen.

and are impatient if they 


ire not. This impatience is excitement 
vhich is detrimental to the animal. 
Uciriilurity of habit is a law of nature, 
n the inanimate world all is regularity. 
The seasons come and go at appointed 
times. Thero is seed timo »nd there is 
mrvust. In the animal world there is 
rceularity of habit. Tho fowls go to 
rooat no move regularly than all nature 
performs its functions, if it is not pre- 
voulod. K human beings are regular 
in their habits, hotter health 
and 


bolter lei-ling* are the result, be 
else 
it isSuvtiiral.. If 
they are 


not roi'iiluv the violation of natuie t, 
laws will bring the penalty sooner or 
•tier 
'JPl.it view of the matter will aid 


us to sci'. how important it is to Iced 
regularly. 
A flock of sheep that u fed 


rwiKrlv nt curt Bin hours will do much 
better "ii a P«»"f <l»nlity "' tow} than a 
flock that is fed irregularly will do on 
better food. 
Everything on the farm 


otin-ht to be done according to a well de 
lined svstom. We do not say this m a 
spirit of lecturing, but because there is 
always more profit from system than 
there i-t from luck of system. There is 
a vast deal of profits that arc lost be- 
came we do things hap-hn/ard. Ihere 
is 
poriuips, not 0110 of us who do 


not do some things at least in this way. 
What a change for the better, what a 
lone stop toward getting rich, would it 
be to reduce our entire'farm and home 
management to a strict system—to do 
(this thing at this hour and that thing 
at that hour; to feed so much and so 
often; to feed this kind of food because 
It is cheaper to feed it, and feed it In 
.this or that way because it produce* 
better results.. We have often re- 
ferred to the largo amount of guess 
work there is in feeding animals espe- 
cially. When the feeder throws into 
tho manger or sack any thing that comes 
handiest, regardless of its cost or its 
merits, his system—if it can bo uallPd ft 
system—is guess work. When, he feeds 
nt four o'clock to-day and six o'clock 
to-morrow, and seven o'clock the next 
dav, 
ho is guessing, guessing that the 


Hock will como out all right anyway. 
But he guesses wrong. 
It will not 


come out all right. If he thinks it does, 
it is because he does not make compar- 
ison between the results of his own 
methods and those of other methods. 


Uur animals, as a rule, will stand a 


great ucal of neglect, and yet live and 
perhaps do reasonably well. But as ft 
'matter of fact they are delicate, and 
'need the closest of attention. We are 
free to admit that the sheep will come 
the nearest to pa} ing a prolit—when- 
ever thero is any profit from sheep at all 
— without any attention whatever than 
any other animal upon the farm. 
But 


'all will admit that it is poor policy to 
,como short of the very best profits pos- 
sible in any enterprise. If sheep will 
pay tun per cent, net profit without care, 
anil three times that much with care 
it is profitable to give them the care 
ami tho profits from them if properly 
eared for will bo at least in that propor- 
tion above the profits from sheep not 
cared for. At such times as these it 
certainly behooves us lo make our sheep 
do tho best thry will for us, for oven that 
will bi' poor enough. I?»t if it is our 
duty to nmko tho most wo can iu poor 
tunes, it is equally our duty to make 
ttiu mo-it wo can in good timos. In ao- 
isordivncu with this policy have stated 
hours for feeding, ami sue that tho foed- 
iii" is dune nt thoco limes. 
If we will 


ailupt rules for tho management of our 
Hocks they need not bo violated. Rules 
of management lor ourselves or our 
animals should always bo made superior 
to even-thing else. 
It is said that 


Daniel Webster was accustomed to retire 
at a certain hour, and that it mado no 
ilidori'tieo who was present or what was 
going on, when the hour came he went 
To bed, and that is tho way to observe a 
rule. It is so easy to become negligent 
when wo onco violate a rule, that wo 
should bo very careful at least not to 
violate tho rulo for regular feeding.— 
Western liural.
